try in.so ignomioious a manner. Cleombrutus, 
whe had nothing to answer to these repro: ches, 
continued seated in a profound si eace, aud + ih 
an aspect which sufficiently testified his confu- 
sion. His wife Cieonida stood near with her two 
chrdren at ber.feet. She nad beea equaliy uns 
fortuaate as a wife aud a daughier; but was e- 
qualiy faithfal in each of those capacities, aud 
had always adiered to the ualoriaaa e side -— 
All those who were then present, meted into 
tears at so moving a sight, and were struck with 
admiration at the virtue and tenderness of Che- 
lodina and the amiable force of conjugal love. 
The uifortuvate princess, pointing to her mourn- 
ing habit and dishevelled tresses, +‘ Believe me, 
O wy father!” said she, “this habit of woe 
which I now wear, this dejection which now ap- 
pears in my countenance, and these sorrows into 
which you see me sunk, are not the etlects of 
that compassion | eatertain for Cleombrutus ;— 
but the sad remains of my affliction for the cala- 
mities you sustained in your flight from Sparta, 
On what, alas! shall 1 now resolve?

Should he be unab'> to disarin 
vour reseatment, and move your soul to compas- 
sion by tie tears of his wife and children, pe:

was ever intended by yourself, when be shall 
see a wile so dear to him, expiring at his feet i 
for are not to think that in my present condition 
1 will ever consent to cut live him. What ap 
pearance shali | make amoug the Spartan ladies 
alier my inability to tuspire my husband with 
compassion for my father, or to soften my fath. 
eriato pry for my husband? What indeed 
shall l appear to them, but a daughter and a 
wife, always afflicted aud contemned by her 
nearest relatious?”?

Ifthe heart 
of Cleombrutus, says Plutarch, was not entirely 
depraved by vain glory, and a boundless aiabi- 
tion to reigu, he would have been sensibie that 
even banishment itself, with so virtuous a com-
